fact that Germany's latest indem- 
nity proposals, no\v in the hands of 
the American state department have 
not yet been made public. France to- 
day continued her plans for occu- 
pation of the German Ruhr district 
as a penalty to enforce the original 
reparations demands of the allies. 


French experts departed for Lon- 


don this morning to discuss further 
details of the plan for occupation 
of the Ruhr district. The French 
have taken strong hope from Prem- 
ier Lloyd George's announcement 
in the British parliament yesterday 
that Great Britain 
will 
support 


France in the occupation of 
the 


Ruhr district if the German 
in- 


demnity proposals prove unsatisfac- 
tory. 
It has been indefinitely decided 


that the supreme council will meet 
la London on Saturday. 
The meet- 


ing probably will last four or five 
days owing to the importance of 
the vast Questions under 
discus- 


sion. The first question t$ be tak- 
en up will be German reparations, 
and it is probable that the council 
also will discuss the Silesian ple- 
biscite near east questions and pos- 
siblv the Yap mandate. 
There is a possibility that the 


allied reply to the latest American 
note to France and Great Britain 
regarding Yap island will be fram- 
ed at this meeting

sworn by the individual volunteer. 
The text of this oath follows: 
"I 
do solemnly swear 


(or affirm)' that I do not and shall 
not yield a voluntary support to 
any pretenaed government, author- 
ity or power within Ireland hostile 
or inimical thereto; and I do furth- 
er swear (or, affirm) that, to the 
best of my knowledge and ability Ii 
will support and defend the Irish 
republic, which is, Dail Eireann, 
against all enemies, foreign and do- 
mestic; that I will bear true faith 
and allegiance to the same and that. 
I take this obligation freely with- 
out any mental reservation or pur- 
pose of evasion, so help me God."

The greatest crusade of the age is bee;un—the wo- 


inen's crusade for the disarmament of nations. 


One thousand women, de-legates to the annual con- 


vention of the National League of Women Voters, adopt- 
ed a-resolution calling upon the president and congress 
to initiate the movement to hiring about disarmament at 
the earliest possible time. 


The resolution recites the horrible toll of war in 


human life and suffering and material resources, the 
fact that 80 per cent of federal appropriations now go 
for wars, past, present and future, and the intolerable 
burden which is put upon war-torn Europe by a pro- 
gram which calls for a continuation of the race for naval 
and military supremacy. This is the closing statement: 


"Whereas the president has stated in his message 


that while prudence forbids us to disarm alone, we are 
ready to co-operate with other nations to approximate 
disarmament: 


"Therefore, be it resolved that we urge upon the 


president and congress that they initiate a movement to 
secure such co-operation with other governments for the 
reduction of armaments at the earliest possible time." 


This call for action voices a general desire. The 


whole world is sick of promises unfulfilled. The call will 
only grow more insistent until action is taken. The 
leader of the movement, Mrs. Chapman Catt, spoke of 
the. 1,000 votes for the resolution as ''a wedge to set per 
litlcal parties going in the right direction," but millions 
of other votes may be added to these. It is the begin- 
ning of a crusade far-reaching and significant beyond 
any that have gone before.
